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In the review of Gerald James Larson, Classical Samkhya: An Interpretation of Its Histor, 


and Meaning by Sengaku Mayeda, JAAR, XXXIX, No. 2 (June, 1971), 219-221, the 
following printing error should be noted. The conclusion of the last sentence in the first 
paragraph on p. 220 should read “. . . but leaves out of consideration Asian scholars except 
for the Indian historian of thought, S. Dasgupta.” Moreover Professor Larson is incorrectly 
located; he is presently at the University of California - Santa Barbara.
